London, May 26. The battle of 
Verdun continues unabated. On both 
sides of the Mouse river, northesst 
and northwest of the fortress, the Ger- 
mans are keeping up their unprece- 
dented boml)ardments and vicious in- 
fantry attacks while the French are 
replying to ttie Oerman guns virtually 
shot for shot and under a withering 
fire holdmg the Germans at almost 
every point. 

One more gain, however, has been 
made by the Qermans. After recaih 
turing Fort Douaumont and taking 
trenches .south and southwest of the 
fort, the Germans to the west have 
to the occupied a sectkm of French trenches 
* after a series of attacks in all of wbidi 
the\- were repulsed with he.ivy casu- 
alties except the one where they pen- 
etrated the French lines. 

Around Douaumont, a heavy artille- 
ry duel is in progress and northwest 
of Verdun the (jcrmans have increas- 
ed their artillery tire against the 
French on Hill 304, proboUy prepar- 
atory to another infantry attack tor 
possession of this much fought for 
vantage point. 

A German attack against the Rus- 
sians west of Dabm Ishind gave them 
momentu-ily the possession of a Rus- 
sian advanced trench, a counter at- 
t;ick by the Roastans, diskxiging tbs 
invaders. 
ITALIANS REPULSE ATTACKS. 
An attempt by the Teutons to ad~ 
vance against the Russians north of 
Olyka station, southeast of Trent and 
across the t)oriier in Italy, Rome n;- 
ports the repulse of Austrian attacks 
and the throwing liack of the attack- 
ers in disorder. 

In the Astico-Piano region, tiie Ital- 
ians are replying effeitivel>- to the 
bomlxirdnient of the Austrians. In the 
Asigo-Sugana valley district the situa- 
tion is unchanged. 

Constantinople reports that the 
Turks have stoppe.l '.hi' .Kivance oi' the 
Russians in the region of Kusr-l-Shi- 
rin and also defeated Russian detach- 
ments at Subunanlah, north of Kasr>I- 

Shirin. 

Unofficial advices from Athens say 
that a heavy bombardment and infan- 
try actions have taken phcefromDoi- 

ran to Gievgeli on the Macedonian 
front and that entente allies have 
dropped fyombs on several towns in 
Serbia, held by the Teuton allies.
